It may be considered a delicacy in some p arts of the 
Far East, bu t Corbicu la manilensis — better known as the 
infamou s Chinese Clam — may tu rn ou t to be nothing 
more than a giant p ain in the neck for the Hu dson Valley . 
Scientists hav e warned that the tiny mollu sks are headed 
for the Hu dson Riv er. The inev itable inv asion cou ld sp ell 
ecological disaster for the riv er or, by a v iv id stretch of 
the imagination, cou ld p rov ide a whole new booming 
indu stry for riv erside commu nities. 
A sp o ke sm a n for the Delaware Mu seu m of Natu ral 
History told The Freeman Wednesday that the Chinese 
Clam was discov ered sev eral months ago resting comfort­ 
ably — bu t p rocreating wildly — at the bottom of the 
Delaware Riv er. And, he warned that the clam will soon 
tu rn u p in the Hu dson. 
The species was first disco v ered in Califo rnia in 1 9 69 . 
There, it to o k cleanup crews and bulldo zers 4 5 day s to 
remo v e 5 0 ,0 0 0 cubic y ards o f Chinese Clam shells fro m 
the bo tto m o f the Delta Mendo ta Canal in the San Jo aquin 
Valley . The o ffending clam had clo g g ed pipes, pumps and 
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irrig atio n ditches and disrupted turbine eng ines used to 
pro duce water po wer. 
Since then, the tiny clam has mo v ed relentlessly east­ 
ward, infiltrating riv ers acro ss the Midwest, including the 
Mississippi. Scientists say the Hudso n and Co nnecticut 
Riv ers, as well as tributaries o f the Chesapeake Bay , are 
the spo ts where the Chinese Clam will mo at likely turn 
up nex t.

While the Chinese Clam may be persistent, it certainly 
do esn’t po ssess the ing enuity to trek fro m co ast to co ast 
o n its o wn. Man has inadv ertantly pro v ided the trans­ 
po rtatio n. 
Museum o fficials ex plained that fishermen are primarily 
respo nsible fo r the clam’s march acro ss the co untry . Co r­ 
bicula manilensis is used as fish bait in many areas, and 
is easily mo v ed fro m o ne riv er sy stem to ano ther by co m­ 
mercial fishermen 
Birds and waterfo wl hav e also been kno wn to carry the 


mollu sks across wide stretches of land. When dep osited 
in a new waterway , the clams simp ly sink to the bottom 
and rep rodu ce . . . and rep rodu ce . . . and rep rodu ce. 
The Chinese Clam has no natu ral enemies, said a 
mu seu m sp okesman, so there is nothing to deter its rap id 
rep rodu ction rate. Ev en the dredging of a riv er cannot 
cap tu re all the clams, so that solu tion is, at best, temp orary . 
Ir. abu ndance, the Chinese Clam can literally dev ou r 
all the p lant life on a riv er bottom, driv ing fish and wildlife 
to more habitable areas. Its effect on riv erside p u mp and 
p ower stations is incalcu lable. A large mollu sk colony 
cou ld conceiv ably tu rn a free-flowing channel into marsh­ 
land. 
In the interest of international dip lo . acy and goodwill, 
it shou ld be p ointed ou t that the Chinese Clam has its 
good p oints, as well. Ex tremely rich in p rotein, clam colonies 
cou ld be nou rished and cu ltiv ated and then u sed as fer­ 
tilizer. Scientists believ e it holds p romise as a p rotein-rich 
chicken feed. And those in China who can afford su ch 
ex trav agances say the nativ e mollu sk is a tender and tasty 
delicacy . 
Friend or foe, it looks like the Chinese Clam is coming 
to dinner — one wav or the other — to stay .

Press Shield Needed 


Newspapers 
often 
publish articles 
“ alerting 
inv estig ators 
to 
subrosa 
crim e breeding conditions” with the 
stories relying on confidential sources. 
Law enforcem ent would be hurt if 
newsmen were unable to g uarantee 
anonymity to certain sources. 
That is the g ist of testim ony by top 
officials of the National District At­ 
torneys’ Association, as told in testi­ 
mony before the Senate Judiciary Sub­ 
com m ittee on Constitutional Rig hts. 
The witnesses were William Cahn, Dis­ 
trict Attorney of Nassau County, N. Y., 
who is a past president of the asso­ 
ciation. and John J. O’H ara, District 
Attorney of Cov ing ton, Ky., the pres­ 
ident-elect. 
“If the content of news and its depth 
and quality is im paired in the short- 
rang e interest of law enforcement, the 
long -rang e interest of law enforcem ent 
would be dam ag ed,” Cahn said. 
His 
v iews were echoed by O’H ara. 
Sim­ 
ilar observ ations were m ade by Carol 
Vance, District Attorney of Houston, 
the present president of the associa­ 
tion. 
The 
prosecutors 
said 
they would 


hav e no o bjectio n to a federal la w 
g iv ing 
repo rters 
partial 
immunity 
fro m 
fo rced testimo ny under mo st 
circumstances. 
They 
o ppo sed 
abso ­ 
lute immunity that wo uld blo ck all 
subpo enas. 
Senato r Sam J. Erv in Jr., No rth 
Caro lina Demo crat, the subco mmittee 
chairman, 
said that in acco rdance 
with an o ld adag e, “ wise men chang e 
their minds and fo o ls nev er,” he had 
chang ed his mind. 
He had decided

NEW YORK (AP) — After 
seven years as m ayo r o f the 
natio n’s largest city, Jo hn V.

But his anno uncement m ade 
clear he intends to rem ain in 
the public arena as an advo cate

Lindsay in 1965 was elected 
as the citv s first Republican 
m ayo r 
since

But he feuded with Go v. Nelso n 
A. Ro ckefeller and lo st GOP 
suppo rt in a prim ary fo ur years 
later. 
He wo n the seco nd term any­ 
way, ho wever, as an independ­ 
ent* with L iberal' party suppo rt. 
Bo th m ajo r parties had no mi­
